NEGRO SECTION HAND FELL 
TRAIN AND INSTANTLY KILLED. 



William Knott, colored, aged 21 
years, fell beneath a freight train at 
Austerlitz, this county, Saturday night 
and was instantly killed. Knott, whose 
home was at Heiskells, Tenn., had 
been employed since April 26, with a 
section crew under F. Elvers. 

With a number of companions he 
went to Winchester on the evening 
train Saturday and the entire number 
boarded a fast freight at Winchester 
to return to Austerlitz. As the train 
neared Austerlitz it was running at 
about fifteen miles an hour when 
three of the party alighted on the 
right hand side. Knott, attempted to 
get off on the left hand side and it is 
believed lost his balance and fell be- 
neath the wheels of the car. 

Several of the party did not attempt 
to get off and rode to Bedford when 
the train proceeded under slow orders 
and walked back to Austerlitz. Near 
the station they found the mangled 
body of Knott. His head and body 
were laying on the edge of the cross 
ties and his feet across the rails. 
Both were severed, the entire train 
passing over them. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis was out of 
the city and the body was ordered 
removed to the establishment of Mr. 
George W. Davis. It was brought to 
this city Sunday afternoon and his 
relatives were notified of his death. 
The local undertakers have not re- 
ceived any message as to what dispo- 
sition to make of the remains and it 
is probable they will be interred in 
this city. 

Coroner Davis went to the scene 
of the accident yesterday morning, 
where he summoned a number of wit- 
nesses and conducted an investigation, 
finding that death was due to an ac- 
cident.

While attempting to board a yard 
engine in the South yards of the 
Louisville & Nashville railroad at an 
early hour Saturday morning Mr. 
George N. McKenney, a special de- 
tective in the employ of the company, 
fell beneath the locomotive, and was 
so badly injured that he died two 
hours later at the Massie Memorial 
Hospital. 

Mr. McKenney had been on d;Uy 
during the night, and as was his cus- 
tom, he intended riding to the pass- 
enger depot, where he would make 
his report and go to his home. When 
he attempted to board the engine he 
missed his footing and fell to the 
ground. His right shoulder was 
broken and he suffered an injury to 
his head. 

The engineer in charge of the yard 
engine witnessed the accident, but be- 
fore he could bring the train to a 
standstill. Mr. McKenney was four 
car lengths in the rear. He was 
picked up and taken to the depot, 
where a physician was summonsd, 
and he was ordered taken to the hos- 
pital. 

At first he was not thought to be 
seriously hurt, though Mr. McKenney 
expressed the opinion that he had 
received fatal injuries. At the hos- 
pital he was able to help himself to 
some extent. He died about seven 
o'clock, and was removed to his home 
on Pleasant street. Death was due 
to the injury he sustained to Ms head. 
Mr. McKenney was aged about six- 
ty-four years, and was one of the best 
known residents of Paris. For four 
years he served as a member of the 
Paris police force, and was an earnest 
and efficient officer. He was retired 
as a member of the force on January 
1, when he secured a position with 
the railroad company as a special 
agent in Covington, and ws Iter trns- 
ferred to Paris. 

He is survived by his wife and six 
children, as follows: Albert, Leo and 
David, of Paris; Omar, of Corbin; 
Mrs. Birdie Brown, of Lowell, Ky.; 
Mrs. Carrie Brandenburg, of Winches- 
ter. Another son, Owen, died about 
a year ago. 

Mrs. McKenney --as on a visit to 
her son in Corbin, when she received 
the news of the accident and death of 
her husband, and returned home Sat- 
urday afternoon. 

The funeral took place at the res- 
idence on Pleasant street, Monday 
afternoon at three o'clock. Rev. Dr. 
O R. Mangum, of the Baptist church, 
conducted the services and the burial 
followed in the Paris cemetery. The 
pall-bearers were: C. P. Mann, Dr 
William Kenney, Joseph Farris, Dr 
F. M. Faries, Fred Link and E. B. 
January. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis will conduct 
an investigation into the death of Mr 
McKinney before a jury as soon as 
the members of the engine crew can 
be located and convenient arrange- 
ments made to have them present at 
the inquiry.

BIG CONSIGNMENT OF FISH 

HEADED FOR KENTUCKY 

Government agents will ship into 
Louisville this week a consignment of 
14,000,000 fish to be used throughout 
the State in restocking depleted 
streams, in the work undertaken by 
Federal departments co-operating 
j with the State Game and Fish Com- 
mission, of which Joseph G. Sachs, of 
Louisville, is chairman. The consign- 
ment will probably arrive about May 
15, and will be sent to Frankfort, 
from where it will be distributed. 

According to Chairman Sachs, of 
the Fish and Game Commission, the 
commission is planning to establish a 
hatchery of its own after experiments, 
soon to be made, are completed at the 
Government hatchery, near the State 
Fair grounds. J. Quincy Ward, of 
Paris, executive agent for the com- 
mission, is now in Michigan, where 
he is attempting to buy large supply 
of the eggs of the rainbow trout, a 
variety not now found in Kentucky, 
but which thrives in other States. 
These eggs will be hatched at the 
Government hatchery, near Louisville. 

Experiments in wild turkey hatch- 
ing will also be made after a consign- 
ment of eggs of that bird reaches the 
commision. Another plan of the 
commission in the campaign of game 
conservation is that by which a con- 
tract has been let for for 150 pairs of 
Hungarian partridges. The birds 
will be distributed over the State for 
experimental purposes. 

Chairman Sachs and other members 
of the commission have just returned 
to Louisville from Pinevllle, where 
they inspected the game preserve es- 
tablished last winter by the State 
body. Twenty head ot deer are now 
kept on the preserve.

STATE BAPTISTS TO SEND 

300 TO SOUTHERN MEETING 




Kentucky Baptists will send 300 
delegates and visitors to the annual 
Southern Baptist convention, which 
begins at Nashville May 13. Every 
State in the South Is entitled to a 
delegate for each $250 contributed for 
home and foreign missions, and Ken- 
tucky will have a full representation. 

Kentucky was asked for $32,000 
for home missions and $46,000 for for- 
eign missions during the year ending 
April 30. The books for the year in- 
dicate that $35,000 was given for home 
missions and $46,000 for foreign 
work. The foreign mission board, 
with headquarters at Richmond, Va., 
reported that the failure of Georgia 
and Texas to meet their assessments 
caused a deficit of $68,000. The Rev. 
Dr. W. D. Powell, corresponding sec- 
retary of the Kentucky State Board of 
Baptist Missions, informed the foreign 
board that Kentucky would raise 
$8,000 of that sum if the other fifteen 
Southern States raised $4,000 each. 
He declared that $6,000 of the amount 
named already has been raised by the 
Kentucky Baptists.

The meeting 
will not only be of great importance 
from a business standpoint, but one of 
great pleasure to all who may be so 
fortunate as to attend. An elaborate 
program is now being arranged which 
will be made known in a few days. 
The meeting will give an opportunity 
to the tobacco men of the South and 
East to meet with the tobacco men of 
the West. It is greatly desired that 
there be a full attendance from all 
sections. 

All tobacco men are eligible to 
membership in the organization. 
Also all manufacturers and" dealers in 
tobacco supplies, tobacco machinery, 
etc., all bankers in tobacco towns 
and cities and all transportation men. 

One of the objects of the Tobacco 
Association of the United States is 
to compile statistics and gather infor- 
mation generally pertaining to the 
business, both home and foreign, for 
promulgation among its members. 
The main idea is to so safeguard the 
tobacco interests against adverse leg- 
islation, to use every means to pro-!

Nearly 17,000 acres have just been 
added by act of Congress to the Car- 
ibou National Forest, Idaho. This is 
one of the first of such additions 
through Congressional legislation. 

Those who have followed the Na- 
tional forest movement in this coun- 
try will recall that most of the forests 
have been created through Presiden- 
tial proclamation, which set aside, for 
timber growing or for water protec- 
tion, certain areas for public domain. 
In March, 1907, however, Congress 
passed a law that no further addi- 
tions should be made to the National 
forest areas in the States of Colorado, 
Idaho, Montana, Oregon, Washington 
and Wyoming, except through Con- 
gressional action. 

Since July, 1909, residents of the 
city of Montpelier, Idaho, have been 
to have this 17,000 acres 
to the Caribou National Forest, 
the area includes the water- 
shed of the stream which furnishes 
the city's water supply. Not being 
within a National forest, the tract 
was given over to unregulated graz- 
ing and other usages which resulted 
in stream pollution and became a se- 
rious menace to health. The citizens 
of Montpelier, at several times sub- 
sequent to their first efforts in 1909, 
renewed their petition; and the act 
just passed represents the successful 
outcome of their efforts.

The attention of National Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has recently 
been called to the widespread use, es- 
pecially in rural communities, of sal- 
icylic acid in putting up preserves. 
The head of a large drug and chemical 
supply house states that people living 
in Southwest Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Western Georgia, have been pur- 
chasing salicylic acid in one-quarter 
pound packages for a number of years 
and that this practice has grown to an 
enormous extent. This dealer states 
further that only a few weeks ago he 
received an order from one wholesale 
grocer for fifty gross of these goods. 

The department is aware that this 
practice is not confined to salicyic 
acid under its own name alone, but 
that large quantites of this acid, and 
of boric acid as well, are sold under 
fanciful names as preserving powders 
or canning compounds at prices which 
are much in excess of their real 
value. 

In the directions for use, the house 
wife is told to fill the jar with the 
fruit or vegetables, cover with water 
and add a teaspoonful of the powder. 
It is true that these powders may 
prevent the decay of the fruit or veg- 
etable, but they also encourage un- 
cleanly or careless work, and their 
excessive use may be attended with 
very serious results upon the health. 
Salicylic acid is a medicine of the 
greatest value in acute articular rheu- 
matism and certain orther diseases. It 
is well known as a poisonous sub- 
stance, and one of the evils which may 
accompany its use in derangement of 
the digestion. It is therefore plain 
that its extensive use in food may lead 
to disturbance of digestion and health. 

It is entirely practicable to put up 
both fruits and vegetables in such a 
manner that they will keep indefiin- 
itely by seterilizing the products by 
means of heat, and there is no excuse 
for running any risk by the using of 
preserving powders. The Department 
of Agriculture has issued the follow- 
ing Farmers' Bulletins dn canning and 
preserving: 

F. B. 203 Canned Fruit, Preserves 
and Jellies. 

F. B. 359 Canning Vegetables in the 
Home. 

F. B. 521 Canning Tomatoes at 
Home in Club Work. 

These bulletins, which may be ob- 
tained without cost by applying to the 
Division of Publications of the De- 
partment, give exact directions for 
canning and preserving foods without 
the use of preserving powders or can- 
ning compounds.
